Oxz of the wurked features of the begin- 
ning of the century is that tho power of 

. generalisation, which distinguished” the 
great men who made’ the first half of the 
nineteenth century a landmark in the 
history of the world, hag in a great meisure. 
become dormant, and the leadership in the 
advance has now passed into the hands of 
the mictographers, who in their devotion 
to amnicroscopic detsil ave unable to raise 
their mental point of view sufficiently high 
to distinguish ‘the horizon, and altow their 
purview to be restricted to the baggage 
‘about, much of avhich has been inadvertently 
piled up by themselves, Amongst the 
sufferers in the raco of littlenees ia the 
science of geology, and amongst the subjocrs 
closely connected with geology is the kindred 
topic of seismology, where the prevailing 
weakness is perhaps of all the natural 
seiences most Conspicuous. We do not 
mean to say that the seismologists have: 
been standing-atill: they have been doing 
a great deal, which in the hands of the 
future mav of genius will some day doubt- 
lesa lead to reaulta, They have, for example, 
invented a number of new instruments, 
which enable an earthquake to ba recognised 


They have calculated the amplitude of 
the vibrations, ond the time taken in 
their propagation, and have learnt to 
distinguish those vibrations which have 
been transmitted superficially from, those 
which have passed through the body of the 
earth. They have learat to locato within 
trifling limits of error not only the apot 
whero cach particular shock originated, 
but its depth below the surface, and the 
occurrence of auy serious shock in any part 
of the world, howevor remote or isolated, 
is now known by its own records in the 
leading ebservatories of the world. So much 
for the external aspecta of the phenomena, 
Of the actuating causes which lead up to 
them seismology know s nothing, and it may 
almost bo added caves to know nothing. 
The position of seismology .amongat the 
scioncos is very like that of a philosopher 
who had found for the first time a watch, 
and was dosirous of knowing something 
about, it, yot who should confine . his 
researches iuto elaborate invortigationa as 


to ite regular ticking: and the equation of, 


time, and omiit*altogether to enquire into 
the mainspring aud the balance wheel. The 
geologist talks glibly enough of elevatory 
forces, as if the shibboleth would open up 
everything, and never pauses to consider 
what are elevatory forces at all, or whence 
they come or whither they tend; aud the 
reismologiat follows him blindly round the 
corner, avd never thinks of the quaginires 
and quicksonds that may await them there. 
Now tha Inst three monthe have been 
especially prolific of curthquakes, indved 
we may go further and extend the term to 
the last three years, to the explosion in 
Martinique. Tho earth, everyone knows, 
reals on an elephant, and the olephunt 
on & tortoise; and whenever tho tortoise 
moves the elephant, quivers and the earth 
ia shaken, So far so good, but creeping 


link by link along ‘an infinite chain will 
never carry us nearer to the other ex- 
tremity; yet that is the position of the 
’ goologiats, oud their followers, tho seismolo- 
gists of the day. Truc, science gives ue 
formule for the summation of infinite series, 
but that both persistently ignore. 

We may, however, glanee back over the 
eventa of the last threa months with some 
intereat, if not profit. On the I1st January 
the little town of Esmeraldas, on the Pacitic 
coast of Colombia, was at ton o'clock in the 
morning severely shaken by an: earthquake 
which almost entirely destroyed it. Im- 
mediately afterwarda a huge tidal wave 
ca ne rushing in from the ocean, and enrried 
off what the earthqanke ‘had ‘spared. “The 
same scone was witnessed all ulong the 
coast of Colombia as far as Guayaquil. Now 
in the earthquake world Colombia is a 
place of importance: it, is dituated on the 
Equator, and here two well established 
earthquake lines cross, and waturally Co- 
lombia experiences far more than ‘its share 
of these unpleasant visitors, Something 
similar happened’ in 1902, when 4 severe 
earthquake occured in Quatemals on th e 19th 
April ; this earthquake was follow ed on the 
11th May by the outhurat in Martinique, 
and thoentire destruction of the town of 
St. Pierre, and the disturbances thence 
spread io Europe and even the east of Asia. 
If we follow the reports which have aince 
come to hand we shall see that the last out- 
break in this region was even more remark- 
ablein its sequela. On the 16th February 
we find St. Vincent disturbed, accompanied 
by quakés in Martinique and St. Lucia, 
On the 2ist,, we find un earthquake at 
Baku on the Caspian, and on or about the 
9h March we find a severe quake at 
Rampur, near Simla, im the Himalayns, 
All these, as likewise happened in 1902, 
wore situated, as can be readily seen by 
exam ining a globe, on a great circle which 
crossed the Equator in Eeuador, ond 
reached its northern culmination about 
Trieste on the Adriatic. With this too 
we must conuect the recent great explosion 
of Vesuvius, which seems to have reached 
itaacmo of destruction on or about the 
10th April, We have not, however, com- 
pleted our list of the immediate sequele. 

As we slated above, Colombia is situated 
at the crossing of two yreat earthg uake 
lines; the sceond of which, following the 
live of the Rockies, goes through the 
Aleutians in N.U. 55, and descends 
by Kamskatka, Japan and, Formosa to. 
the Equator in Sumatra, exactly 180 dagrees 
from the other crossing in Ecuador. 
Now we find equally. warked effects of the 
disturbance along this line, as in a spider's 
web the ‘slightest touch on any one point is 
instantly carried to the point of intersection 
where the spider as on a place of vantage ia 
always to be found on watch séady to 
pounce on tho innocent intruder. On the 
24th February the Pacific mail making for 
‘Yokohama encountered a severe shock at 
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Formosa the seat of a most destructive shook 
which caused an enormous lose of life, and 
opened wido fissures in the mountains, and 
again, worstfond most destructive of all, we 
find on the 18th April the proud city of San 
Francisco almost entirely destroyed, partly 
by the earthquake and partly through the 
consequent Gre. Of the numerous; earth; 
quakes in. fact which have been recofded 
within the last three montha it ja; jell 
worthy of note that two only have occurred 
in lines outside these two great cireles, yet 
both in well known seismic districta, whoso 
connections have not yet been worked out; 
one, appurentty a most destructive. one, 
occurred on or about the 15th March at 
Uliasutai in Western Mongolia, of which wa 
only know from: Chinese sources, and the 
other in the South Pucific in the Samosa 
group. Ie is quite possible that the conuec- 
tions of the latter may prove to be with the 
prolonged Himalayan line continued beyond 
the Equator, bit at present we miss the 
connecting line covered. by the waters of the 
great occan. ‘Lhe other forms part of the 
great Altai line, stretching from Kashgar tw 
Lake Buikal, ulong which eurthquakes sre 
numerous, but always in more: or leo 
aympathy with the Himalayan line. Now 
ibis noteworthy that as yet the scismoloziats 
have nut risen to the conception of any of 
theae being nasvciated with yreat cireles * 
yet bereia lies their special importauce. © 

Ae long ago as 1898 Mr. R. D. OLpmam 
then Superintendent of the Indian Geolo- 
gical Barvey, pointed out the necessity of 
referring many of the phenomena familiar to 
Indian geologists to changes of Intitude, 
these phevomena being, however, not so 
famiiiar to European geologists have by 
them been steadily ignored, and the 
seiamulogists twking thence. their coo have 
followed in the same track. The occur. 
rence of these lines of weakuess of the crust 
jn connection with great circles points to 
the only couceivable cause for their presence, 
that is, that once they wa re equatorial lines, 
cansea aa ‘tidal action, namely, the 
can find a reason for their peculiar distri- 
bution, We kaow that tho force of gravity 
trnuamuted into centrifuga | force iv respon- 
sible for the present bulging of the Equator. 
Practically wo know of no other force 
eapnble of elevating one portion of the 
earth's surface above tho mean, It ie true, 
as above stated, that the geologist s peaks 
glibly enough of “ clevatory forces”, Lut uo 
one has had the hardihood to suggest how 
they have arisen nor of what nature they 
are, Now wo know that the persistent 
action of such momentarily insignificant 
forces au the attraction uf the planet Mars 
doas actually have far reaching effecta on 
the orbit of the earth, It is but a short 
and logical step to believe that this iv turn 
has equally far reno hing effecta on the posi- 
. tion of ‘the axis, The. explanation would 
require far more than the limits of an 
article to explain, but it will readily sug- 
geat itself to a mind free from the influence 
of the European geologists. Atall events 
it marks progress, if we can begiu to see 
our way towards accepting the rule of law 
in lieu of the mere dictates of caprice,

ME. GUNDRY REPROVES SHANGHAI, 


LFRow OUR COREESPONDENT.} 
: London, March 30th. 

It is always o pleasure to attend the mestiogs 
of .the’ China, Association, whother it -ba the 
ordinary business meetings or the social gather- 
ings whon'vominiscences of the Far Enst mingle 
with tho other good things of life, : 

Thero was a large attondance at the annual 
business meoting held on Tuesday at the offices 
of the. P. and O, Company in Leadonhall Street. 
Mr. William Kessiok, M.P., prosided, 

In proposing the adoption of the report, the 
Chairman soid that the past year‘had baon one. 
of vast importance and full of gront possible 
developments for the Hast, The war botwoen 
Rusiio ond Japan was waged far. into 
the year, and eventually brought to a satisfac: 
tory couclusion—s conclusion, he thought, whick 
all men connected with China and with 
Japan believed from the boginuing wonld 
bo the inevitable result. Japan's yictori- 
ous omergence from tha conflict hasundonbted! 
bad 4 great inflaence on Chinn and the Chineas 
people, Unrest had occurred in that country: 
but. wurest was generally the forerunner of 
reform, and they could. trust—however mach 
they might doubt China's offorts—that the 
efforts of thet country would be towards prudent 

reform, ia tho augmentation of the moral foress 
.of tho empire and without inconvenience or 
hostility to foreigners, China must realise 
that ube is generations behind the other natious 
of the world, and unless she realised this ° 
thero would be no permanent improvement, 
If 8 pormanent improvement was" to: take 
place it must be fot. by contracted rela- 
tions with forcignera but by an oxpanaion 
of theso relations ia the interests of ‘the 
people themselves. If that wore one outcome, 
then tho recent war would redound to the good 
of China. The people of Chion were not so 
much behind other people, but the Government 
was. Io Japin, at the time of the great 
historical change, the Government was a little 
in advarce of the people. They went rapidly, 
and the people soon followed them. In China 
he thought i¢ waa the people who were in 
advance of the Government, and it was to the 
people they had to look now. to reform: the 
Government more than to the Government to 
sot the example to the people. Be that as it 
might, the time had oome for oll foreign 
countries having influence with China to extend 
that influence and to make their commercial 
relations greater than they are and to open up 
‘fooilities for the vast trade which tha country 
undoubtedly possesses, and which they wore sure 
the'people themalres wished to seo oxtendod, 
From thereport, thoy would see that agreat deal’ 
of work had been dono during the'past year, He 
alluded to tho exosllent relations: that existed ‘ 
between the Association snd the Foreign 
Office, and claimed that reforms hod been 
sccowplished by means of the fair oxpressions 
of viows put before the, Govarnnient by the 
Association in tho interests of trade, He then 
referred to the recent misundorstanding with 
tbe Shanghai Drench, Thera had been 
circulated with the Association report the 
minotes of a meeting held in, Shanghai. That 
report waa now on the table and spoke for itself, 
Ho did uot intend to allude to it beyond saying 
4 very few words, and they were to the offeat 
that if there was o feeling in Shanghai that 
the representations of the Shanghai Branch 
had not met with the aupport that they wore 
eutitled to it was to be regretted. He felt sare 
that evoryone there that day would regret 
that Shanghai bed that. improesion, No snch 
feeling as the intentional neglect of their 
representations was everentertained on this side,

Mr. Slade anid tho steamer Br xd was 
proceoding from Chekiang to Canton via 
Hongkong with o gonoral cargo. For the 
provions two dys or £0 a fog provailed along the 
Chine coast, ond the B and had ‘been navigated 
Socording to tha whistles heard from other 
vessals in the neighbourhoad.- She whistled 
from o minnto and a half to two minutes 
continually and when tho whistles of other vessoln, 
wore heard she whistled jn answer as sho pro- 
ceeded stoadily on hor course, On the morning: 
of the collision it had been clear (ill 3 a.m., but 
betwoon that hour ond 4 ayn. it was foggy, and 
the fog continued, During th» middlo mateh, 
while it was clear, thooaptain had been off the 
bridge, but as soun as. they ran into the fog 
ho wort on to it. At that time tho Chief 
Officer was onthe wateh, aud both he and the 
Captain remnined’ on the bridgountil 4 a.m, 
whon the Chief Officer appeared at that tim 
to religve him, unt then the whistle which 
subsequontly turned out to be that of the 
Kotohira Maru was heard, evidently on the 
port quarter of the Brand. During the succeed- 
ing hour—tho hour before five—the whistle 
from the other stenmer was heard gradually 
drawing on tho Brand, always on her port 
side, until. abent five o'clock Kbe was aboum. 
By this timo tho Brand was drawing near Pedro 
Blanco, and the Captain was doubtful ag to 
whore ho was oxactly, more particularly becuuse 
his course by déad, reckoning did-not cdinoido 
by » considerub le distance with the course which 
he mado by ‘his rather doubiful observation of 
tlie previous ‘sfternoon’: the weathor when he 
took that observation was hazy. His position 
by his obseriation and by dead reckoning was 
doubtfal, therefor it became necessary for him 
to find out his exact position by soundings. 
Approaching Pedro Blanco it waa ‘comparative 
ly easy to check o distance from the cosst b, 
soundings and for a mastor to learn, fairly 
aconrately, where ho was, At '5 a.m, the log 
was hauled in and the position marked off 


|e the chart. Tho oaptain thon began to sound 
“Vand the veasel wus stopped. 


As soon as the 
woigh was altored sufficiently (o @ nable thelead to 
get to the bottom bofore the ship,had over-run 
it, tho captain was able to find his position. 
In order to make quite sare of keeping clear of 
the island ho‘sltored his course ono point to 
atarboard to get further towaria the open, 
soa, Meanwhile he heard the Xotohira Maru 
drawing further. forward. He asseumed she 
would have to alter her coursy for Hong- 
kong, 80 to prevent any possibility of a collision 
he wont slowly, about 4 four knot spead. While 
he was thus proceading he hoard the whistle of 
the Hotohira Maru forward; the last timo ho | 
heard it, it'was about four points on bis bow, 
and sounded rather londer ‘than it had before, 
‘Tho enptain put that down to a trick of tho 
fog, or the wind which had changed shortly 
before that tima from wost to south-west. So 
cortain was he that the othor veael had drawa 
elear ahead thet ho rang up the engine-room to 
go from slow to half speed. The ongincer did 
not go at half speod at the time bocanse his 
fires wore not suffictontly lange to enable him 
to keep up tho sleam required. Two or thre: 
minutes after the whistl». was hoard tho 
Kotohira Maru saddenly collided with the 
‘Brand. ‘Iba intervals between tho blast of the 
former vessel's whistle were at times irregular 
and unduly long. ‘The consequone eg of tho 


collision wore that the Brand was naarly sunk, 
hor decks boing turned ovor. uritil they were 
almost water-washed, Tho differences in the 
preliminary act as to place and time wore not in 
any woyolear, ‘Iho speed of the Avtohina Maru 
was about cight and a half kuots,, aud she 
admitted that shy was to blame, Therefore the 
only question Lia Lordship ‘had to dovide was 
whether ou not the Brand was also to blame. 
Captain Evanson, sworn, said he held a 
master’s curtificate for five m onths, the Lrand 
being his first ship (wita ess produced the chart 
he bad used on tho aight of the collisions, on 
which he had outhined his conrse). ‘To chock bis 
position he made several soundings, as the 
observations he took wore not good owing to the 
hazy weather, At'threeo’elook le went on the 
bridge becauso it was foggy.

When they had finished sounding he 
agnin heard o whistle about three points forward 
of his beam. He put his engines slow ahead 
and altered his course one point io tho south 
in ordor to be certain of clearing Pedro Blanco. 
The Brand wes. then not making more than 
four knots. She was under command, but was 
slow to the helm when dosp Jonded, About threo 
minutes before the collision be heard » whistle 
j sbont three points on the port bow; it 
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sounded 5 little londor than before. He 
concladed from the whistle that tho other 
vessel was drawing ahead, ‘The wind corried 
the sound of the whistle tohim. Ho signalled 
the engine-room to half spoed, bot the 
order was not obpyed, He did not boar « 
whiatle betwoon the two mentionad, the time, 
between. them being about five minutes. Pro- 
vious to this he heard an irregalar blowing of' 
whistles from the other vessel. He whistled 
regularly all tho time, tho iutervals ‘botwoon 
the blasts being not longer than two minates. 
He auswored tho Inst blast from, tho other 
steamer, after the ordinary interval he whia!lod 
again, anda minute afterwards bo.saw the gréon 
and masthead lights of the other steamer about 
two points on his port bow. He ordered the 
epgines full speed astern and blew threo 
whistles. ‘The ongines dil not answer, and 
about half ‘a minute from the time he saw 
thy other vessel tho collision ocourred. Wit- 
ness thought the Kotohiva Afaru had pnswd 
him, and it wom nousual for a vossl to go 
back on her courage: it was aleo unusual for o 
vessel to go to anchor in auch o.place in foggy 
weathor, Tho Brand's bow waa badly damaged 
by tho collision and she took a heavy list. A¢ 
the time their rail went under water, but whou 
tho gut free they atill bade list of 25 degrees. 
Wituess went forward ood saw tho damogo, 
after which ho gave orders to lowor the boats: 
The crew took to the boats, and he called tho 
carpentor to go back on board and sound the 
hold, ‘They found there was no water in the. 
ship, so he goat the engineer down to get up 
steam and they went slong at slow speed and 
eventually reached the harbour, It took him 
nearly two daya to reach Hongkong, a distance 
of 68 miles, The vessel's bow was very much 
broken in, being boat over to starboard. 
Crost-examined Whoo he first saw’ the 
Kotohira Maru tho shipa wero much too.close 
to syoid the colliaion. The Brand .cnt deeply 
into the Kotohira Maru; the cut was u little 
slanting from the bow aft, The Brand's port 
bow was smashod in entirely, and his stem was 
bent over to starboard. ~The officer of the 
walch wroto tho rough logs on the Brand; the 
entries in it were mostly put in at the time 
tho events happoned. Tho Chief Officor wrote 
tho clean log, génorally at the end of the day, 
His vessel hud no official log. He sounded at 
5.10 a.m. in order to find out how close he was 
to Podro Blanco, as ho was afraid he might 
run on to tho island, Witness knew if he 
got less than 18 fathoms by sounding he was 
too close to Pedro Blanco, With « sounding 
of 22 fathoms ho steered out’ in order to bo 
quite sure he was clear of the island, When 
he finishod his soundings at 4 o'clock hw 
went ahond at half-specd, shout sovon knote, 
After the five o’clook soundings he went. slaw 
to give thé Kotohira Murua chance of getting 
shoad, That veusel’a course then was sbout 
three points forward of his port beam. 
Hz gave the ordor half-sposd whon the Hotohira 
Maru’e whietlo sounded about four points on his 


-beam ; he then thought she was going ahead. 


The Chief Officer of the Kotohira Maru boariled

WEIBAIWET. 


In tho House of Commons on ‘March ‘g7th,

Apparently the military authorities were not 
: aware of this, when the following was issuod:— 

The establighment of the Chinese Regiment 
of Infantry aa beon fixed as follows for the 
coming year: —OQne commandatt, tive captains, 
including adjutant; eightlieutenants, and ono 
quartermaster, one ' sergeant major quarter- 
master-sergeant and orderly room sorgeant, 
four colour sergeants, Europesus ; one rergoaot 
bugler, elght sergeants, oight buglers, 20 cor- 
porals, 480 privates, and five interproters, 
Chinese; total of all ranks, 544. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE MEASURES. 


ALLEGED UNFAIL TREATMENT, 
Following is a copy of a letler addressed 
to Mr. G, A. Woodcock, the Secretary of the 
Sanitary Boa d :— 
i = . Hongkong, April 23rd, 1906, 
Sir,—In reference to the procedure hitherto 
adopted by the Sanitary Board in oarrying out 
‘the byo-laws for the prevention of infectious 
‘and ‘contagious diseases, especially plague, 
it may bo interesting for members to know 
"that the many hardships and sufferinus on- 
tailed thereby have so slarmed tho Chinese 


that they continus to’ conceal their sick and |. 


abandon their doad against the practica and 
cnstum of. their own country,. in spite of 
efforta to render thom every assistance they 
moy be'in want of, i 

The questiong I asked at the last mooting 
relnte to these hardships and snfferings. Bofore 
proceeding furthor I should like to offer a-fow 
observations on tho replies ‘there :— 

Byelaw 4 doos not in iny opinion empower 
the Medical Officor of Healt: to compel the 
contacts of plague patients to wear the clothes 
provided by the Sunitary Bord, Tt refers only 
tothe removal of clothing, eto, [ am inolined 
to think that Lhe Board's offloxrs have, even 
in this matter, carried the law too fav in 
removing the vlothivg locked up in ‘boxes not 
in uae at the time, nor soiled by 
discharges from infected persons. If the con- 
tacts wish to wear clean suits of their own, 
ponditig the disinfection of the infeoted suits, 
why should the Sanitary Board chject to their 
80 doing, thus not only causing them srouble and 
misery but also subjrol ing them to indignity P 

Tha repty to question 2 is rather ovasive, If 
the contention is that, once clothing having 
boon exposed and handled in a plaguo house, it 18 
lisble to infection, why should the cloth: s of the 
Board's offloers and coolies who handled tho 
infected oluthing of the contacts and worked for 
hours in a plague hong be not submitted to the 
8.me process of disinfeation befora they are 
allowed tv go olsewhuro? If the theory holds 
good theso mon having worked in a plague 

jouso aro bound to carry, if not more, ag much 
infection as the contacts thomselves, 

Reply 3 says that special precantious are 
tukun. by practitioners and officers of the 
Board, to protect theie clothing from 
defllement. ? may aay. for certain thot 
they do not immediately after attending 
a plague case tuke off their infocled clo:hes and 
send thom ins covered basset to the disinfao- 
tion, ond whon thoy change their dofiled cloth. 
ing they do not woar special olothing supplied 
by the kauitary Board, hattheirown, Tehkould 
say the clothing of those living in the same 
house ag a plague pationt runs uo more risk of 
infection than thoirs, * 

Reply 4 bears out the fact that, in addition 
to their misfortune, the inmates of a plague 
house have during all those years been sub- 
jeated to suffering from cold for want of 
insufficiunt clothing. Had it. not bern noticed 
and reported by iviluential witnesses the ouly 
complaint mentioned in the reply would nut 


have reached the vars of {te propar aut. oritios. | 


When the disinfection a: d destruction of their 
property were being oarried on, no rympathy 
was boing oxtended to the sufferers, excrpt 
that they wore prevonied from going out of 
sight, while they themsolves were too scared to 
do anything. 

During tho last three years, at the initiation 
of our late Governor, Sir Henry Blake, kaifong 
committees have been formed snd every on- 
desvour made to relieve the alarmed Chiaeso 
by showing them sympsthy and goinz amongat 
the poor to explain to them the requirom: nts 
of the law and how they should compiy with 
| them, sod since last year the Hon. Registrar 
General and the Chinese members of the 
Sanitary Board, with the co-operative assistance 
of those interested in philanthrophic work, have 
obtained the consent of tha Government to 
embark in scheme to rnise fonds auuually 
amongst the Chinese merchants. and honse- 
holders to establish district hospitals, culled the 
fang Wa branch hospitals, under the chargo 
of licentiates of the Hongkong Medical Culleye 
end English-sp aking clerka, in different parts 
of tho city, with a view to inonleating the more 
ignorant aud poorer Chineso with a, better 
knowledge of the Public Houlth aud Building 
Ordinunce, extonding to them any help they 
may require and thereby suppressing the con- 
coalmont of cases and the: dumping of dead 
bodies, ‘This work has now been ovrried on for 
more than ‘a year at a cost of about $15,000 
per sonam, but I regret having ty say that, on 
account of the fear which has so devply taken 
root in the Chines» mind ti rough the stritgenoy 
ot the measures enforced during the luat twelve 
years since plague made’ its first sypearance, 
und owing to the diffloulty iu raising sufficient’ 
funds’ to extend their operations, the founders’ 
efforta have not met with suck apprecisblo 
anoeess 64 de Bired. 

The concealment of plague ‘cases and tho 
dumping of dead bodies havo oft ntimes 
engaged the attention of the Government ard 
the Sunitary Board. At a previous discussion 
of these matters’ the Medioel Officer of 
Health (Dr. Clark) gave it ua his opinion that 
tho Chinexe did it in order to save expense, 
whilo the mambers coutended that it was not 
50, but due to the drastic mo.suies enforced, 
the Chinese poor being always able to obtain 
both free medicine and fron medical ationdanco 
from the-Tang Wa Hospital, which also under. 
{takes to bury at its owa expense the dead of 
the poor. 

‘fheallegation of the Chinewo nembore appoars 
to have bean now verified, as in addition to 
tho district hospitals offering free medicine, 
coftine, otc., Mr. Ho Kam-tong, as a test of tha 
allegation, has wiiely advertised on his own 
account to give free coffins and pay tho costs of 
‘pnrial for the poor, and yet in ao very fow cusos 
bua hin-generoxily been availed of, aud damping, 
I understand, still continue-. 

Considering the osisting circumstances, I 
venture to remark that short of medificationa 
of tho procedure so persistently followed from 
yeur to year and so Jong as. the terrible foar in 
consequence thereof ix not abated, the evil will 
ever remain to to a dificult problom. 

For the information of ‘membere, I may hear 
enumerate a few of {he details which have 
driven the Chinese to this extreme aud of which 
L have bad persona! kaowledge. It may be 
argued that recently a little leniency aud 
considerution has born exorcised in the carrying 
out of the bye-laws and some smis|l concessions 
have been granted. But all thao aro ay 
nothing in con:parision with the disturbance 
to domestic pence, the destruction of property, 
the separation of mothers from children, wives 
from husbands end the numerous hardships 
the Chinese hava to : ndure, 


Chiueso house, excepting those cises attended 
by qualified doctors, au inspoctor is sent to view 
the bedy, bofure a burial cvrtificate is ispaed, 
If in the cpinion of the Iuspeotor the body 
looks suspicious, it is taken away to the 
mortuary to bo examined. This is.one of the 
objectionable features of the procedure, which 
the Chinese regard as posthum ns punishment, 

Daring tho plague sensou stricier vigilance 
isexercised. Whore qualified medical assistance 
is not employed, against which the projudies 
has not yet been entirely overcome, »slmost every 
dead body is carted away, and oven in rome 


At ordipary times when a death occurs ina|- 
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onses the pationt in a moribuid siate, not 
sotually suffering from plsgue but with 
suspicious symptums, is uot allowed to die in 
peace in his own boure Under such 
circumstances! hordship. and suffering aro 
noavoidably inflictod ‘on tho pntient vnd his 
fomily, oid fright ond anxiety canred to 
his follow-lodgers and neighbours, i f-on ex: 
amination hy the Govermoont Haoleriologist. o 
patient or corpse is found to be plegue-atricken, 
8 constab’e ia detailed to’ m unt guard at bis 
‘house to prevent thy removal of any article and 
tho holding of communicstion with ontside by 
tho inmates until the cleansing gang under a 
coloured foremyn and an inspector arrive a fow 
hours thereafter or sometimes on’ the following 
day. Then the contacts ars compelled to sirip 
off their own clothes and ‘put on those supplind 
by the Sanitary Board. Not only the oluthos 
which the contacts are at tho time woaring but 
also theso looked up in boxes must be shuffled 
into large baskets and carried sway for dis- 
infeotion, Tho scone oroated by the demolition 
of partitions and ceilings, coupled with the 
washing of furniture and ‘bed-bourda ia any- 
thing but ploseant. To soo the clowsing 


cooliss—whom the people. call “ tat’ Kingu”,| . 


because of their arrogant attilude—throw- 
ing tho’ dobris aboot and dashing in and 
out with what they have destroyed, while the 
people themselves in the conviot-like garments 
provided by the Sanitary Board aro watohing 
on with sad faves, is very touching, Why some 
of thow engaged in the work still have tho 
heart to be rough snd bullying I fait to 
understand, : 


‘Vha prooedyre is to prevent the spread of 


infection, but I should say it rather helps it to 
spread, inusmuoh as it hea struck awe into the 
hearta of ths Chinese to auch on extent an oo. 
polling them to devise means at grat rivk ond 


ageinet tho practico of their own race to evade 
the lay by concesling their sick and abandouing 


their de: 


As [have on various occasions poiotod out, 
very few Chinese can -efford to rent a wholo 
house or even a whole floor, Usually two or 
more than three families, and in the case of 
single mon, ten or fifteen, share a». floor 
together, The occurrence of n plague casa 
would, consequontly, affect all alike. It is, I 
tbink, only human nature for thy reat to do 
their utmost to avoid tho. misorios inevitably 
resulting from a voluntary report to tho 
authorities. 

It should be borne in mind that in almost 
every oasy tho sick ab ndonad. or tha corpse 
dumped belongs to the Jabouring class. Whon 
one of this class contracts the disonsa, too puor 
to pay for his necessaries and witbout friends 
suffviently well off to Inok after bim, bis 
employers or fellow-lodyers, fally knowing whut 
would ensno, naturally tuke sleps to protect their 
own welfare and interest: Should‘ he be a 
murriod man having a family with him, the other 
fowilies living: on the sume ‘floor will feel 
too much . slarmed not to persuade, or that 
failing. to throsten, into doing anything save 
reporting bis case, and should both attempts 
prove w vain. (o desert the honse, leaving his 
wife aud childrer alone. J£ ‘he cannot pull 


‘through, hia own kith and kin in turn desert 


him. 

‘At other times thes» poopla have better 
chances of g tting theie dead passed by the 
Banitury officora und oan without molestation 
apply to the ‘Lang Wa Hospital for assistance 
or go.aut..io beg for sucscripions to pay for 
the burial, but when plague is rampant, ws that 
inatition must report every suspicious case, 
they shun it too for four of the det ction of 
their address and hang on. till the last womant, 
when thoy have uo alternative bat to commit 
the heinous offynce. As regards the well-to-do, 
they pecretly remove th ir sick out of the 
Colony bofure death takes place. Tray aeoretly, 
because they have to undergo tho same. treat- 
ment snd they equally want to avoid it 

In conclusiou, I beg to suggest. that a sub- 
committee consisting of the President, the 
Seyior Chinese Member and ano-her Huropean 
unofficial member be appointed to thoroughly 
investig.ute— : 

(A), The methods hitherto adupted and the 
mannor in which thay bh.te beon carrird out, and 

(B) The causes of dump-ng, ond consider what 
modifications are necessary to enlist the co- 
operation of the Chinese community and reduce 

» existing hurdship tos minimum. : 

‘A little tact mingled with sywpathy and: 
‘consideration as-showa them durmg the Third 
Streot experiment, will, I am sure, induce the 
Chinesa to come forward to yive assistance. 
As tho majority of the population of the 
Colony ia Chinese, it is undesirable to make 
jt their. eecond nature, as it bas apparantly 
dons, to continue the evil practice. Why should 
the Sauitury Board hive recourse to arastio 
measures, if its object can bo equally succoss- 
fully attained by milder mean P ‘
